The boy, Lee W ilbur Koeppen, 16, 
and the girl, Mrs. Ada Moyer, a 
16-vear-old m other, were blown off 
their feet and hurled to the side­ 
walk by the blast as they were stroll­ 
ing along the street in front of 
Judge M cGoorty’s home last night. 
The youth, who playfully kicked a 
brown package containing the dy­ 
nam ite Just before it exploded, was 
the m ost seriously injured.

MOUND BUILDERS IN PENNSYLVANIA 
The discovery of forty-nine skeletons of Am erican aborigines near 
P ittsburgh tends to confirm a theory th a t the M ound Builders at one tim e 
dwelt in Pennsylvania. 
The inference is not surprising. 
Their m ounds 
have been found in Ohio and W est Virginia. 
Presum ably at some tim e 
they occupied the intervening territory, though they left little direct evi­ 
dence of it, such as the earthw orks which have given St. Louis the nam e 
of M ound City. 
G. S. Fisher, the state archaeologist, thinks they live 
10,000 years ago. 
One of th e skeletons indicates the body of a “g ian t” 


eight feet tall. 
_ „ . 
There has long been a dispute w hether th e M ound Builders were 
the ancestors of the Indians. 
Form erly it was supposed they were two 
distinct races. L ater research was inclined to upset th e hypothesis. Mr. 
Fisher belongs to the old school, or perhaps to the m odern revival of it. 
Certainly the M ound Builders showed a higher state cf political civiliza­ 
tion th an was ever m anifest by the Red Men. 
Probably the new find 
will shed little light on the old controversy, but it is notable for the 


; large size of the collection. 


AMERICAN ECONOMICS 
There has been no lack of economics in the last three years, though 
they call it an “economic collapse,” but good economics have been scarce, 
indeed. Every politician has im agined him self an economist though his 
ideas on the subject smell of the street corner and barber shop. Of course 
the members of the Illustrious Order of Sons of Rest have solved the 
problem m any tim es, while political councils have prescribed their cures. 
But the world has heard very little from the only m en who are quali­ 
fied to diagnose the case, the real economists. It has seemed th at every­ 
body knew w hat to do about the economic situation but the economists. 
A recent exception is Dr. John T. M adden, dean of the New York 
University School of Commerce, w?ho speaks as a recognized economist 


and who talks sound economies. 
He doesn’t urge the dole, bonus, national socialization of industry 
or redistribution of w ealth. 
R ather he prescribes the simple rem edy of 
“healthy pessimism” and “h ard work.” 
By “hard wrork” he m eans constructive thought and initiate,e on 
the p art of industrial leaders, which will lead to work and jobs for the 
idle. 
His “healthy pessim ism ” lies ju st midway between the transcend­ 
ental optim ism of the prosperity ora and the abysmal pessimism of the 


depression. 
F aith in planned production he has none. 
Capitalistic nations, in 
his opinion, would not do any better th an com m unistic Russia on the 
job of social planning by governm ent. 
America will let the rest of the world play w ith the elaborate 
theories and schemes of the political econom ists by virtue of the ballot 
or by force of arm s. 
As for itself, it will try some of Doctor M adden’s 
m edicine, which has never failed her in the past and is suited to her 
peculiar tem peram ent. 


PRACTICAL “RELIEF” 
A fact recognized by the adm inistration and congress from the 
beginning of the depression is th a t public expenditure has its p art and 
a very im portant 6ne in leading the nation back to prosperity. 
It is n>.K 
enough in itselft but it helps m aterially. 
A uthorization by the adm inistration of $200.000,000 more of pub­ 
lic works will create jobs, increase purchasing power, assist industry sup­ 
plying m aterials for the work and stim ulate general business. 
And these 
are the things th a t prom ote prosperity. 
This new program increases to $750,000.000 the federal funds to be 
spent during the present fiscal year for unem ploym ent-relief construc­ 
tion. and brings to $2,300,000,000 the total cost of federal public works 
since the beginning of the depression. This is m ore than double the nor­ 
m al federal expenditure on such work. 
Here is refutation of the com plaint th a t the adm inistration has

According to a story published in 
Uie Sharon Herald A. E. Conner, 
president of the LawTence County 
Board of County Commissioners, is 
quoted as stating that the present 
controller system is working out 
advantageously in LawTence county. 
He stated that the system was 
approved by the entire board and 
that they were convinced tiiat it 
was the only manner of conducting 
the financial affairs of the county. 
“Although it has only been estab­ 
lished a few months,” Mr. Conner 
says, “it ha.s proven its w’orth over 
the county auditors, as the financial 
standing is knowm at all times.” 
Cornier said that the Lawrence 
county Cimmissioners had visited 
Beaver County before adopting the 
controller system and they were in­ 
formed that the controller system 
was very satisfactory and that be­ 
fore they had it a year they w'ould 
learn its real worth. 


A 
committee 
representing 
tax­ 
payers called on the county commis­ 
sioners Tuesday afternoon with ref­ 
erence to the awarding of a con­ 
tract for transcribing the records in 
the register and recorder and pro- 
thonotary’s office. 
Tlie committee had several prop­ 
ositions to present. 
One of them 
was that instead of the commission­ 
ers having the records photographed 
that they be copied by hand. 
It 
was claimed that the work w’ould 
give employment to idle persons 
w'ho are competent to do the job, 
and that the cost would not be as 
muon 
as 
to 
have them photo­ 
graphed. 
There was another proposition to 
build 
a 
concrete vault. 
It was 
claimed that this could be done with 
labor that is now unemployed, and 
that it would be cheaper than hav­ 
ing the records photographed. 
The 
commissioners 
talked 
the 
matter over with the committee, but 
did not give any indication of what 
wull be done. 
As for copying the records by 
hand it would require very exacting 
work, and the county would still be 
confrcmted wdth the proposition of a 
safe place to store such voluminous 
records, whereas photographs can 
be stored in a very small space. 
The vault proposition might be 
all right so far as some of the books 
are concerned, but there are hun­ 
dreds of them w’hich are in daily 
use, and it w’ould in reality take an 
immense vault to stcsre them. 
There are many who believe that 
the records are in no particular 
danger in the present vaults, and 
that no expense should be added at 
this time that can be avoided. Some 
of the commissioners are inclined 
to this view% but do not feel like 
taking 
the 
full 
responsibility 
in 
case anything should happen. 
Nothing definite has been done. 
As the matter now stands, advertise­ 
ments fcH* bids on photographing 
the records will be taken if it is 
decided to go ahead.

cost Philadelphia $250,000 a year. 
That estimate was arrived at by 
Ross B. Davis, chief engineer of the 
fire bureau, and by the fire insur­ 
ance patrol. 
Every time an engine leaves a fire 
station, the city’s expenses mount. 
"The average cost of answering a 
false alarm may .safely be put at 
$150 or more,” said Chief Davis. 
Last year, 1,673 false alarms were 
turned in, acording to Davis. 
As many as 18 pieces of apparatus 
are called out on some fire alarms. 
Considering gasoline, oil dtprecia- 
tion, accidents and the m en’s sal­ 
aries, $150 “cannot seem exce.ssive as 
an estimate,” Chief Davis added. 
“However, $150 is only a rough ap­ 
proximation. 
as 
the 
fire 
bureau 
hasn’t the money to hire clerks to 
keep books not vitally necessary,” 
continued the chief. 
“Although every precaution is tak­ 
en to avoid accidents, they do hap­ 
pen. 
Several have been fatal. 
Be­

man was injured in a collision while 
answering a false alarm and he Ls 
still in the hospital.
